The ease o f the Farmers Trust 
Company of this city against the 
board of 
Jackson 
township 
was 
tried at Greenfield 
yesterday 
and 
resulted in a writ of mandate being 
issued by Judge Sample ordering the 
board of finance 
of Jackson town­ 
ship t/J make 
the 
Farmers 
Trust 
company a public depository for the 
funds o f the 
township. 
The 
suit 
was brought nearly two years ago 
when the board refused t<> award 
the Farmers Trust 
company 
any 
part o f the funds of tin* township 
and made the Peoples National bank 


the sole depository. 


Judge Megee sustained the de­ 
murer to the complaint holding that 
the finance hoard had the right to 
award all funds to one 
bank. 
The 
case never really came to trial here. 


The Farmers Trust company ap­ 
pealed, to fhe Supreme court and its 
attorneyi J. H. Kiplinger, secured a 
reversal of Judge Megee’s ruling. 


The ease was sent back to this 
county for trial and when the time 
for trial arrived, one o f the defend­ 
a n t s attorneys made 
an 
affidavit 
stating that on account of tin* ir. 
fluenee of the 
Farmers Trust com ­ 
pany over the 
citizens 
of 
llush 
county the board 
o f 
finance 
o f 
Jackson township could not get a 


fair trial in Rush county and asked 
that a change of venue he granted 
and the case was sent to Hancock 


county for trial, 
for trial. 
Judge Sample, following the de­ 


cision of the supreme court, 
held 
that a board of finance could not 
discriminate between several banks 
applying for public funds, but that 
the board must divide 
the 
funds 
among all the banks 
applvmg 
in 
proportion to their capital and sur­ 
plus and issued an order requiring 
the board to enter an order making 
t he Farmers Trust company a pub­ 
lic depository of its share oi 
the 
-funds of Jackson township. 
The ease has been 
in 
litigation 
almost two years. 
The time for the 
Peoples National hank to a<*r as de­ 
pository for the funds of Jackson 
township expires the first Monday in 
next January because tlun the new 
board o f finance meets and desig­ 
nates a depository for anothe* two 


years. 
The board of finance o f 
Jackson 
township does not have the same 
ptrsono! now as it did when 
the 
suit was brought as the terms o*' ‘he 
old board, against 
whom the 
suit 
was brought, expired 
last 
election 
day, November 3, according to the 
law. .The terms o f the new members 
of the board were supposed to be­ 
gin the day after election or as soon 
thereafter as they qualified. 
It has 
not been ascertained yet whether or 
not all members of the board have 
taken their oath before the trustee. 
A meeting of the new board will 
he callled to determine whether the 
board shall abide by the mandate o f 
the Hancock circuit court or appeal 
the decision to the supreme court of 
the state. 
In case the board de­ 
cides to abide 
by 
the 
mandate 
without further litigation, it will be 
compelled to designate the Farmers 
Trust company as a depository for 
the remainder of the two year j>er-

Hospitals Are Without Cotton 
to Dress Wounds of Soldiers

York.)— To the American 
citizen, 
home town, U. S. A.: 
If Christmas means anything to 
you, here is your opportunity. 
This 
has nothing to do with the war. 
It 
is about humanity. 
It is neutral— 
a- neutral as pain and sympathy are 
universal. 
For three weeks the hospitals here 
have been absolutely without cotton 
to dress the wounds of dying sol­ 
diers. 
The American Red Cross 
corps, 
which arrived yesterday brought a 
small supply which was immediately 
distributed among the hospitals and 
will last only a few days, even with 
the most careful use. 
Doctors and nurses are forced to 
use small bags of t h r e a d s . 
Every­ 
body in Vienna who can’t help in any 
other way spends his ?>r her spare 
time in unraveling small squares of 
cloth cut from s h e e t s andf handker­ 
chiefs. 
The short pieces of thread 
are sewed into hags of gauze which

Many counties, in borrow­ 
ing money for bonds, figure that the 
| amount of money raised represents 
the total cost of the road, forget­ 
ting that the road must be maintain­ 
ed and repaired if, at the end of the 
term of the bonds, the county is to 
have anything to show for its in­ 
vestment. 
Tlie question of financing country 
road building is discussed fully in 
Department of Agriculture Bulletin 
No. l.tti, entitled “Highway Bonds,” 
which is written by the

of
